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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on May 30, 2008 is acknowledged. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. Claims 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Potschin etal. (6,142,443). 

Potschin discloses a fuel injector comprising: 
a housing 26; 

a valve-seat surface (seat for valve member 22); 

a valve needle 27, 74; 

a valve-closure member 22; 

a piezoelectric actuator 32; 

a hydraulic coupler 25 having a recess 75. 

4. Claims 7-1 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Hardy 
etal. (6,390,385). 

Hardy discloses a fuel injector comprising: 
a housing 38, 70; 
a valve-seat surface 12; 
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a valve needle 12a, 28; 

a valve-closure member 12; 

a piezoelectric actuator 40; 

a hydraulic coupler 48 having a recess 50. 



Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed May 30, 2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Potschin does not disclose a fuel injector including a 
hydraulic coupler having a downstream recess in which one end of the valve needle is 
engaged in a pivotable manner. Potschin discloses a hydraulic coupler 25 having a 
downstream recess 75 in which one end of a valve needle 27, 74 is engaged in a 
pivotable manner. The recitation "engaged in a pivotable manner" requires that the 
engagement have the capability to pivot. The ball connection in a recess 75 is pivotable 
because the connection itself is not able to resist a torque applied to the needle. 

Applicant argues that Potschin's element 74 cannot be considered part of the 
needle because it is a separate element from 27. The claimed invention does not 
preclude the valve needle being composed of multiple elements. 

Applicant argues that Hardy's element 28 is a separate element from needle 12. 
Therefore, the needle 12 does not engage recess 50. The claimed invention does not 
preclude the valve needle being composed of multiple elements. Applicant's "valve 
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needle" is not restricted to being readable on Hardy's element 12 merely because Hardy 
calls element 12 a valve needle.
